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Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
declaration submitted under 37 C.F.R. 1.132 was sufficient to prove unexpected results 
of the instantly claimed polymer over the polymer of the prior art. 

The primary reference, Hoffman et al., teach that styrene-1 ,3-diene-styrene block 
copolymer Is the polymer used in the matrix layer of the tulobuterol transdermal 
therapeutic system. In the Instant Specification, Applicant compares the transdermal 
therapeutic system as claimed in claim 1 with a transdermal therapeutic system differing 
only In the polymer used. The comparative example uses H Tape, which the declaration 
explains Is the same polymer as that used by Hoffman et al. Comparative example 3, 
using this H Tape, may be compared to example 2 since the only difference is the 
identity of the polymer. The comparative example forms crystals and has poor cohesive 
force while example 2 forms no crystals, has excellent cohesive force, adhesive force 
and autoheslon (instant specification, p. 30). When a plasticizer is included In example 3 
and comparative example 4, example 3 performs better. Comparative example 4 has 
poor cohesive force and has insufficient cohesive force for evaluation of adhesive force 
or autoheslon, while example 3 has excellent cohesive force, adhesive force and 
autoheslon (Instant specification, p. 30).
